COMPLIMENT TO MAINE CATTLE.

0. Beal, Esq., President of the State o; 
Maine Cattle Commission, received a let 
ter yesterday from Dr.George H. Bailey,o^ 
the Commission, who writes, among other 
matters: "I have a letter from a breeder 
at Peabody, Mass., who lost nineteen ou; 
of a, herd of twenty-five with 'bad cases' ol 
tuberculosis and he is coming to Maine to 
buy twenty cows to take their place, as 
he says he understands that we can give 
him a 'clean bill of health.' " This letter 
of itself shows that the, thorough work of 
our Cattle Commission is known of abroad 
and that the State is already reaping the 
benefit of it, not only in stamping out dis- 
ease among our own cattle, but in bring- 
ing orders from other States for cattle to 
replace those lost by them. 


DAMAGED COAL SHED. People iu the 


vicinity of Keoduskeag bridge were start- 
led by a loud crash yesterday afternoon i.

keag block. Investigation showed that i:

The vessel Is 2C 
feet longer and 3% feet wider than the 
King Philip, which has the same ownerE 
as the Pocahontus, and is built to carry 
coal, having a capacity of 2,300 tons,whlct 
is about 400'tons more than that of the 
King Philip. Her owners may well be 
proud of one of the finest vessels afloat. 


A BOOM IN POTATOES. 
The St. Jehn 


Telegraph says: 
Three or fonr special 


trains of potatoes are daily run over the I. 
C. R., and still there Is a cry for cars from 
all points all along the line. The crop of 
the Maritime Provinces is estimated at 20,- 
000,000 bushels, which at an average of 5( 
cents per bushel, are worth $10.000,000 
The P. E. I. crop is estimated atiabout 7,- 
'000,000 bushels, of which 3,000,000 to 3,- 
500,000 will be exported, and 300,000 tc 
400,000 bushels manufactured into starch. 
Island farmers are only netting 18c to 30c 
per bushel for their potatoes, as against 
50c in Nova Scotia, because of their inabil 
ity to secure transportation. 
Taking ad- 


vantage of the block on the railways, the 
Boston, Halifax and P. E. Island Steam- 
ship Company have put up their freight 
rates to 15c per bushel for potatoes from 
Charlottetown to Boston. The cost of the 
barrel is to be added, and the duty, lot- 
gives the American producer a protection 
of about 33c per bushel over their P. E. I. 
' competitors.

The oat and potato crops in Englaid and 


Ireland are turning out much poorer than 
was expected. This means an increased 
demand for American wheat. 
Our own 


oat and potato crops are below tha average, 
so that however high the price may go in 
Europe, they arc not HUely to be largely 
exported. In this country the scarcity of 
any favorite article of food, as potatoes, 
has less effect than in Europe, In diverting 
consumption to something else. Our peo- 
ple generally eat what they like best, re- 
gardless of price, a pretty sure sign that 
workingmen here are better paid than any- 
where else in th0 world. 


The total exports of apples from the 


United States andi Canada for the week 
ending Novem Her 5th, 1887, were 31,349 
barrels, as aga nst 79,894 t"""relB for the 
corresponding week of last year. 
The 


total exports from all American points to 
all British ports for the week, ending Nov. 
5th, 1887, were 252,545 barrels, as against 
344,444 barrels for the corresponding 
period of last year, showing a decrease in 
exports this year of 91,899 barrels. Prices 
are higher in Liverpool this year than last, 
though about this time last year there was 
an advance of Liverpool prices, and each 
succeeding week showed a steady advance 
until the end of the season. 
At this date 


last, year the market was nearly fifty cents 
per barrel lower than at present. 
The 


rnjirket in England seems to be steady for 
guod fruit af lull values, while poor fruit 
is uluiost entirely unsalable. 
Wjhile the 


export* from Boston *eern to be Declining 
this year, they show a marked increase 
from New York city, proliably owing to 
the fact that there are more apples in the 
Middle States this year than in the Eastern 
Slates.

buyers now located in the Provinces, es- 
penlally In Prince ^dward Island, where 
potatoes are selling at twenty-five to thir- 
ty cents per bushel. Potatoes In tbat sec- 
tion are unusually plenty wid of excellent 
quality. Tbe Import duty Into this conn- 
try Is fifteen cents per bushel. 'Large quan- 
tities are now being received by vessel. 
Ol course, extreme cold weather will soon 
shut off this supply. Potatoes are being 
attracted to tbia country from German 
ports, and are arriving! . in New York City 
by tbe thousand sacks, on each Incoming 
steamer. German potatoes are Belling at 
S1.75 per sack. Tbe quantity of potatoes 
received In New York City, dally, ta some- 
thing astonishing (6 those 'not conversant 
with the business.
